conception of its horrors. 
It is not go- 


ing too far to say that if it were not for 
the pievaihug tear of the inadequacy 
of the British armament a considerable 
portion of the English people would at 
heart welcome tho war which, nearly 
all agree, is threatened by the present 
conditions. 
The reason for this san- 


guinary sentiment is the fact that the 
English people are poor, poorer than 
ever beior.t in thcso latter days. 


In spite 01 this btill growing feeling 


of threatened trouble, no fact of any de- 
sciiption pointing to an international 
quarrel ha como to light recently. All 
bolhco,^ talk is si ill in the air only, 
and whil- tho popular dread is perhaps 
a little more deep and widespread than 
in bimilar cris^a in recent years it will 
bo well to remember that the expected 
fit Mori happens in such cases. It is re- 
ni,ti k«.t bio how undisguised some war 


ha\( lit-uii'io. Even Mr. Aster's 
in1 ! ha.> taught the fever.

nation is that for the present we stand

mas greetings, "If peace and charity 
have disappeared, we must not despair." 


The tendency is, however, to give 


these words both a broader and more 
specific meaning than his holiness prob- 
ably intended to convey.—New York 
Sun's Lnndi, i Letter.

ercised upon the public mind.

heart in current coin of the realm, and 
counsel will be relieved of the necessity 
of talking u great deal of sentimental 
nonspnso that must bo terribly trying 
to their sense of humor.—Lady's Pic- 
torial.

CONDITION 
Ol«' jSATlOTVAr, BANKS. 


A statement of the condition of Na- 


tional banks on December 19th, 1893, 
hab been issued from the office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency at Wash- 
ington. The number of banks report- 
ing is 3,787, and their aggregate re- 
sources are 
$J,24'2,31H,627, 
which is 


much more money than there is in the 
United States. 


The report for December 9, 1892, the 


last made that year, shows thai there 
were then 3,78-1 banks in operation, 
•with resources amounting to $8,480,- 
8lS>,6t)7. Tne net gain was three banks, 
tin* smallest since 1878, and the net 
lo^s in resources was $251,253,340. 


The am "Hint of specie held by the 


b'uiks iu I>ecember, 189?, was $251,253,- 
618, 
ugaiust $209,895,260 in D ^tober, 


1892. The amount due depositors was 
$1,539,399,795 for the year. 


Last yeur was particularly severe on 


banks of all kinds and a large number 
failed or went into voluntary liquida- 
tion. 
The gain in National banks 


ranged from 60 to 221 a year from 1878 
to 1893, when, as stated, there was a 
net gain of only three. 


TIIK 
WILSON 
BILL. 


The Wilson bill passed the House 


yesterday by a vote of 203 to 140. As a 
full Houbo consists of 356 members, 13 
did not vote on the bill. A few Demo- 
crats voted against the bill, probably 
about the same number as there were 
Republicans who voted for free coin- 
age, therefore, according to the reason- 
ing of Nevada Republicans, the Demo- 
cratic party must be in favor of pro- 
tection. 


The original bill was amended in 


Committee of the Whole by making 
the Internal Revenue bill a part of it. 
Thic includes the income tax feature, 
wliicL is a part of the Revenue bill.f |It. 
impose.? a tax of two per cent, on all 
income!-, including salaries of officials, 
•which eM-bcd $ 1,000 a year. 


The bill now goes to the Senate, and, 


as the previous question and gag rules 
generally are not tolerated in that 
body, a final vote may not be reached 
bafore next summer. Whether or not 
it will pass the Senate is problematic. 
That body is very nearly equally di- 
vided politically, the Democrats baring 
44 members—just one-ha*f a full Sen- 
ate. 
It is believed that some of the 


Democratic Senators will vote against 
the bill and there is not much proba- 
bility of its passing the Senate in its 
present form. 


Secretary Carlisle advertised for pro- 


posals for $50,000,000 Uaited States five 
per cent, bonds. Opinions disagree as 
to his authority to issue those bonds, 
but Wall Street seems willing to take 
them, feeling assured of its ability to 
control the law-making power. It is 
accordingly announced with a great 
nourish of trumpets that the proposed 
bond loan is a success. The offers 
aggregate about $60,000,000. In addi- 
tion to bids received a week or ten 
days ago, New York on Wednesday 
offered to take $46,000,000 and Chicago, 
Boston aiid other money centers want 
more or less of the bonds at a prem- 
ium. 


The time for receiving proposals for 


bonds has expired, but none have yet 
b«en issued, and probably will not be 
until the Senate disposes of Stewart's 
resolution denying the authority of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to dis- 
pose of them. 


THE Law and Order League of Jack- 


sonville, Florida, holds that the injunc- 
tion granted by Judge Call was an in- 
fraction of the statutes. If the author- 
ities do not bring the matter up for re- 
view in the Supreme Court the League 
will do so. It proposes prosecuting 
the principals, aiders and abettors in 
the Corbett-Mitchell fight. The prin- 
cipals were arrested after the fight was 
over and held under bonds.

Hill Present** u Resolution—The Wilson 


Bill I'usHCr) tho House us Amended. 
WASHINGTON, February 1.—The Sen- 


ate galleries were crowded when Hill 
of ^ew York presented a resolution 
from the New York Legislature con- 
gratulating the President on his aban- 
donment of the Hawaiian policy and 
protesting against the Wilson bill. 


Allen presented a resolution direct- 


ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
inform the Senate what amount of 
Government paper money had been re- 
deemed since 1975, and how much, if 
any, was reissued. 


Peffer introduced a resolution direct- 


ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
inform the Senate how many offers of 
bonds purchasers had been presented, 
giving names and places of business of 
persons or firms, and for what amounts 
bonds had been sold. 


A wrangle took place over Stewart's 


bond resolution through a misunder- 
standing as to when it should come up. 
It was finally permitted by unanimous 
consent and Stewart then took the floor 
on the resolution. 


THE WILSON BILL PASSES 
THE 
HOUSE. 


tu the House the tariff debate closed 


on the Wilson bill with a burst of ora- 
tory. Crisp, Reed and Wilson came 
forward in the closing hours to argue 
for and against the inauguration of 
the new economical system. The gal- 
leries of the House were crowded long 
before the session opened. The lead- 
ers on both sides were accorded an 
ovation as they entered the hall. 


Reed began by saying the bill was 


odious to both sides of the House. 
It 


meets with f&vor nowhere and com- 
mands the respect of neither party. On 
this side we believe while it pretends 
to be for protection it does not afford 
it, and on the other side they believe 
while it looks toward free trade, it does 
not accomplish it. 
Those who will 


vote against the bill will do so because 
it opens our markets to destructive 
competition of foreigners. Those who 
vote for it will do so with the reserva- 
tion that they will instantly devote 
themselves to a new crusade against 
whatever barriers are left. 


Reed proceeded by saying the argu- 


ment t'mt the bill should be passed to 
put an end to the doubt, which was 
worse than any bill can be, war insid- 
ious, as was the bill passed by both 
branches to-day, utui^tainty would 
reign just the s.uuo. too then proceeded 
to argue at Iut0tti on the benefits of 
the tariff f roai the standard of wages 
for the American laborer and for the 
American farmer. 


Throughout Reed's speech he was 


frequently interrupted by applause, 
and even the Democrats at times 
joined in the laughterat his witticisms. 
At the close he was greeted with a 
spontaneous and long continued burst 
of applause and was warmly congratu- 
lated by his friends. 


While the demonstration was still in 


progress Crisp relinquished the chair 
to Hatch of Missouri and took a seat 
on the floor of the House. When 
order was restored he was recognized 
to reply to Reed. Until he warmed up 
he spoke with hesitation, but as he be- 
came warmed up his wordb came in a 
perfect torrent, sweeping resistlessly 
over all opposition, and he was incour- 
aged by the hearty applause of his 
Democratic associates. 


His points, however, were of an argu- 


mentative order, calculated to appeal 
to students of the question rather than 
to the galleries. 
He declared that 


while the protective system was built 
up ostensibly for the benefit of labor, 
it was actually for the benefit of the 
manufacturing classes, and pointing 
out that the wages of labor in pro- 
tected industries went down, while 
those in unprotected went up, as a re- 
sult in the McKinley Act. He referred 
to the artificial condition produced 
by protection, which was a Chinese 
wall, not only shutting out the world, 
but shutting in the United States. 


Crisp said that for twenty-fire years 


the Democratic party had been trying 
to get into power. It told the people 
if given power it would reduce the 
burdenoas taxation. This tariff was 
the redemption of these pledges. It 
was not a perfect bill, but was a step in 
the right direction. 
Referring to the 


various features of the bill, he spoke of 
the income tax, which was greeted with 


vociferous applause by the adherents 
of that measure. 


Crisp closed with an eloquent appeal 


to his Democratic associates to waive 
minor objections and look at the great 
Democratic principle involved. 


Wilson, Chairman of the Ways and 


Means Committee, at once arose to 
close the debate. He was greeted with 
great cheers. He opened with sarcastic 
replies to Burrows and Dolliver. Turn- 
ing to the subject in hand he eloquently 
•portrayed the advance of freedom. 


"This bill," he said, "is one of those 


advances. 
No McKinley bill could 


stem the advance of human progress. 
Great causes could not be laughed or 
ridiculed away and the gentleman from 
Maine 
could not 
draw from 
his 


armory of sarcasm and wit to stop 
the advance of this cause of lightening 
burdenous taxation." 


Referring to the income tax Wilson 


said he did not want it attached to his 
bill, but once attached he supported it 
loyally. 


There was continued applause as 


Wilson denied the charges of section- 
alism in the bill, and closed with an 
eloquent appeal to his fellow Demo- 
crats, saying that in passing the bill the 
House would permanently record no 
mere passing event, but a great epoch 
in American history. 


As Wilson closed Tucker and several 


others sprang forward, and as wave 
after wave of applause echoed through 
the chamber, lifted him from his feet 
to their shoulders and bore him up the 
aisle 
When let down he received the 


enthusiastic congratulations of his 
confreres. 
It was a demonstration 


such as is seldom seon in Congress. 
Business was at a standstill for twenty 
minutes on account of the disorder. 
Finally the floors were cleared and 
preparation was made for voting. 


Bartlett was the first Democrat to 


vote against the bill 
Tremendous 


cheering greeted Bourke Cockran when 
he voted for the bill. The Republicans 
loudly cheered Geary (Dem.) of Cali- 
fornia when he voted " No." 


The tariff bill, with the internal 


revenue and income tax 
features, 


passed—200 to 132. 


On second roll call the bill passed— 


203 ayes, L40 nays.

AN OBJECT LESSON, 


ArcHbixliop Kiordan Issues the Yearly 


Instructions to HI& Flock. 


Archbishop Riordan has issued the 


following regulations for Lent: 


All the faithful who have completed 


their twenty-first year are. unless legit- 
imately dispensed, bound to observe 
the fast of Lent. 


All days of Lent, Sundays excepted, 


are fast days of obligation on one 
meal. 


By dispensation granted August 3, 


1887, for ten years, flesh meat is allowed 
at the principal meal on all days of 
Lent except Wednesdays, Fridays, 
Ember Saturday and the Saturday of 
Holy Week. 


The use of flesh meat and fish is for- 


bidden at the same meal, even on Sun- 
days. 


At the collation it is permitted to 


use bread, all kinds of fruit, vegetables 
and fish, and by dispensation granted 
February 9, 1887, for ten years, the use 
of butter, cheese, milk and eggs is also 
permitted. 


The use of lard is permitted in pre- 


paring food on all days throughout the 
year. 


When the principal meal cannot be 


taken at midday it may be taken in the 
evening, and the collation in the morn- 
ing. 


All persons under twenty-one years 


and over sixty years of age, those who 
are engaged in hard labor, the sick and 
convalescent and those who cannot 
fast without injury to their health, are 
exempt from the obligation of fasting. 


Those who are not bound to fast may 


use flesh meat more than once each 
day on which it is prohibited. 


Those who have any reasonable doubt 


as to their obligation to fast or to ab- 
stain should consult their confessor. 


The time for fulfilling the precept of 


Easter Communion extends in the 
archdiocese from the first Sunday in 
Lent to the end of the Octave of Pente- 
cost. 


The rectors of the diocese are re- 


quested to have Lenten devotions in 
their churches on the Wednesday, 
Friday and Sunday evenings of each 
week.

power. The money sharks of Europe 
and the interest gatherers of the North- 
eastern section of the United States 
hold secureties against the people and 
property which calls for twenty times 
as much legal tender as there is in ex- 
istence. 
One year's interest on these 


securities would absorb every dollar of 
legal tender in the United States. This 
places these security holders in a posi- 
tion where they can call in all the avail- 
able legal tender and lock it up. They 
can then call on their debtors to settle 
up. The debtors, of course, cannot do 
au impossibility and are obliged to give 
up their property at any price the 
bondholder in his tender mercy may 
place upon it. At the present time 
there are seventy-five railroad compan- 
ies in the United States that are in the 
hands of receivers for defaulting in- 
terest on their bonds. The total liabili- 
ties on these seventy-five railroads are 
$1,886,629,520 or about $200,000,000 more 
than the total amount of legal tender 
in the United States. As the security 
holders already have possession of 
two-birds of the money of the country 
it can be readily seen who will have 
the power to name the price at which 
this property will 
be sold.

to have the McKiuley law repealed so 
they can lay the cause of the tough 
times to a change in the tariff, hoping 
therby to drown the cries of a plun- 
dered people in another fierce sham 
battle overtho tariff.
